Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 11-16 and 22 in the reply filed on 

1 1/18/2005 is acknowledged. 



Double Patenting 

2. The Double patenting rejection in the Office action dated on 05/26/2005 is 

withdrawn since the amended claims 1-3, 6 and 8-23 are patentably distinct from claims 
1-23 of Application No. 10/718,460 and claims 1-12 of Application No. 10/695,573. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1 1-16 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Griffin (1,395,957). 

Regarding claim 11, Griffin teaches saw comprising a blade 10, a handle 12 
having a cutting holder 15 and a cutting guide 17. The cutting guide 17 has a leading 
edge, a trailing edge, an opening (where a lead portion of the pencil is housed) and an 
engagement portion (where the cutting guide 17 contacts the cutting guide holder 15). 
The cutting guide holder has a plurality of raised portions (vertical portions of the cutting 
guide holder 15). See Figs. 1 and 2. 
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Regarding claim 12, see Fig. 1. 

Regarding claim 13, the raised portions are made of metal. 

Regarding claim 14, the raised portions are attached to the handle on each lateral 
side of the handle. See Fig. 2. 

Regarding claim 15, the raised portions are considered to be molded into the 
handle since they fit the contours of the handle. 

Regarding claim 16, the raised portions are capable of engaging a groove in the 
cutting guide. 

Regarding claim 22, the raised portions are flexible and capable of engaging a 
groove in the cutting guide. 



Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed on 08/08/2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Griffin does not show all the new limitations. The 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. All the new limitations are anticipated by Griffin as 
shown above.
